Legal Research 
Beckert. and Assistant District 
Attorney Edward G. Biester both 
said that there is no precedent 
in Pennsylvania law covering a 
murder committed by anyone 
young as Clarkson. Both

research regarding the case 
The county court must decide 
whether the Clarkson boy, who 
was adopted as an infant, will 
be tried as an adult or whether 
the case will be disposed of by 
juvenile authorities.

Battle Rages 


Near Saigon 


SAIGON. South Viet Nam (UPI) 
—More than 900 South Vietnam­ 
ese troops backed by American- 
manned planes battled Commu­ 
nist guerillas today on the north­ 
ern edge of the Plain of Reeds, 
about 20 miles west of Saigon. 
An informed Vietnamese mill 
tary 
source 
said 
government 
troops had initial success in the 
attack aimed at driving the Reds 
from positions so close to this 
South Viet Nam capital city. 
He said preliminary reports in­ 
dicated seven Communist guerril 
las were killed, five others wound 
ed and a quantity of arms cap­ 
tured. 
An ordnance workshop also was 
destroyed when three Vietnamese 
air force AD6 fighters plastered 
the area near the hamlet with 
bombs.

Heart Attack Fatal 
To Wm. Faulkner; 
Famed Author 64 


OXFORD, Mina (UPI) — Author William Faulkner, 
•4, ane of the great writer* of the 29th Century , died of 
a heart attack today in this Utile Mississippi town he 
made famous with his literary genius. 


The Nobel prize-winning authur 
passed away at 4 a. rn. EDT with 
his wife, Estelle at his bedside 
His death followed by just a 
little more than a year the pass­ 
ing of another American literary' 
giant—Ernest 
Hemingway, who 
died July 2. 1961. 
Faulkner, a bourbon - sipping 
Southern gentleman who frequent­ 
ly rode to the hounds, fell from 
his horse in the woods near his 
home about three weeks ago and 
had been in poor health since. 
Lectured On literature 
In recent years Faulkner had 
spent much of his time at the 
University cd Virginia where he 
was an Emily Clark Balch lec­ 
turer on American literature. He 
and his wile maintained a sepa 
rate home in Charlottesville 


They returned last May to Ox­ 
ford, a community of about 8,000 
which Faulkner used as home 
base throughout his career. 


Faulkner's works included such 
well-known books as “The Sound 
And The Fury.” 
“Sanctuary," 
“The Unvanquished," and many 
others. 


His latest novel. “The Reivers” 
was published this year and won 
wide critical acclaim. 
Created Ow e County 
He was awarded the Nobel 
prize in 1949 for a series of novels 
in which he created his own 
“Yochnapatawpha 
County" 
in 
north Mississippi. He used these 
surroundings for the settings for 
his gothic saga (rf decadent so-

NEVADA TEST SITE, 
Nev. (UPI) — The might­ 
iest nuclear blast ever in 
the United State rocked the 
Southern Nevada desert to­ 
day in the first known deto­ 
nation of an H-bomb type 
device in this country. 


Today’s 
explosion, 
deep 
be­ 
neath the sandy floor of the test 
center, was the first in a his­ 
toric set of back-to-back atomic 
test*. 


The giant thermonuclear blast 
—which shot a towering spiral of 
dirt and sand high into the sky 
came as a prelude to the first at 
mospheric tub in the U n i t e d 
States in nearly four years. The 
low altitude shot is tentatively 
scheduled for Saturday morning 


The explosion today came with 
a deep-throated rumble at 10:00 
a m 
PDT (I OO pm EDT*. It 
had a yield of IOO kilotons or 
more (a kiloton is the equal of 
1.000 tons of TNT). 
The local Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission (AEC) office issued a 
abort announcement. It said: 
“An underground shot was set 
off by the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission at the Nevada tint atte at 
IO a m. PDT. Additional details 
will be forthcoming as soon as 
possible " 
A gigantic, open-faced crater 
measuring roughly 900 feet deep 
and nearly a third of a mile in 
diameter—was chewed in th e 
rocky, sandy soil by the atomic 
force 


Hie shot at this center, 95 
miles northwest of the resort city 
of La* Vegas, was dubbed “Proj­ 
ect Sedan." It came as another 
step in the plowshare program, 
designed to determine whether 
atomic explosions can he used to 
dig harbors, canals and other 
useful excavations 


The powerful device was set off 
600 feet deep. When it exploded 
rn a cloud of rocks and dirt, it 
first opened a hole equally as 
deep. But it was quickly filled to 
the 900 foot mark with the falling 
desert debris 


Largest previous test here was 
a 74 3 kiloton shot suspended 
from a 1,500 foot high balloon 
July 5, 1957. The last atmospher­ 
ic detonation, also from a bal 
loon, was a comparatively small 
I 25 kilotons Get 90. 1959. 
The AEC. in announcing the 
blast, discounted any radiation or 
fallout dangers, It said the shot 
was a relatively clean thermo­ 
nuclear device rn which fission 
contributed less than 90 per cent 
of the explosive yield. An esti­ 
mated 95 per cent of the radio­ 
activity produced wa* trapped 
underground
